The New Birth. i 
From the coll we have come in the lower forms of 
earth-life, and from the cell we come in the highest 
animal form—that of man, and also in the coll or 
globular form do we emerge into the spheric world. 
When the spirit of man loaves the animal body it 
leaves it in the form of a ball, which seems to con- 
sist both of earthly magnetism and spiritual electri 
city. As it leaves the body it is as a red ball, and 
as it develops in a lengthened form it loses its red- 
dish and acquires a white color, thus showing that 
the electrical power is slowly treeing itself from the 
earthy magnetism, and thus becomes brighter.
